The Prime Minister also told 
the conference that he intends 
to post commercial attaches se- 
lected from nongovernmental 
circles in Southeast Asian coun- 
tries.

and two months to study ways 
and means of strengthening 
Japan’s competitive position in 
world trade, informants said. 

Informants said someone fa- 
millar with international financ- 
ing and trade will be picked for 
North America and a person 
well versed in the European 
_Common Market setup will be 
chosen for the European area. 

For the Near and Middle East 

someone from the shipping in- 
dustry will be selected because 
the focal issue will be naviga- 
tion problems surrounding the 
Suez Canal. 
In reply to Kishi’s request 
that they state their views on 
how to promote economic co- 
operation with these countries, 
economic leaders present at the 
meeting emphasized the need 
for Japan to investigate 
thoroughly the natural resources

Japan Firm Claims 
Oil Rights in Saudi 


Taro Yamashita, president of 
the Japan Export Petroleum 
Corporation, and Katsuo Oka- 
zaki, former Foreign Minister 
and adviser in the company, 
said yesterday that their com- 
pany had received oil exploita- 
tion rights in oil-rich Saudi 
Arabia, a closed American field 
until now. | 

They told newsmen at the 
company’s main office that they 
had reached a provisional agree- 
ment with the Saudi Arabian 
Government on the: oil rights. 

According to Yamashita, the 
rights given Japan covered an 
area of 800,000 hectares of pros- 
pective off-shore oilfields in the 
Persian Gulf which, he claimed, 
borders some of the richest off- 
shore oilfields in the world. 

- He also said he had received 
rights to exploit oil in the inter- 
ior of Saudi Arabia. 

Yamashita said that he and 
Okazaki made a short visit to 
Saudi Arabia in March and met 
King Ibn Saud after his return 
from the United States to con- 
clude the agreement.

Kishi Recalls 
Wajima for 
Talk Report 


Prime Minister Kishi has re- 
called Minister to Indonesia Eiji 
Wajima to get a fresh report on 
the protracted reparations nego- 
tiations, it was learned yester- 
day. | 

The recall order was sent to 
Jakarta Tuesday night. 

Kishi took the action in 
order to obtain a clear picture 
on the Indonesian reparations 
problem before his projected 
two-week tour. of six Southeast 
Asian countries late in May. 
Kishi is scheduled to leave on 
the trip on or about May 20, 


Before the idjojo 
Government fell last’ month, 
Japan was reported to be near- 
ing a settlement with Indonssia 
on a Japanese-proposed repara- 
tions plan. This plan provided 
that Japan would pay about 
$200 million in “genuine” re- 
parations payable over a period 
of 10 years, waive its claim to 
about $100 million of the Indo 
nesian trade debt to Japan 
amounting to $177 million and 
offer $50 million to help develop 
Indonesia’s economy. 


Kishi is believed to have 
wanted to settle the Indonesian 
reparations issue once and for 
‘all in the course of his planned 
trip to Southeast Asia but un- 
der the present circumstances, 
it has become impossible to 
complete the preparations in 
time,

Zenkoren Scandal Leaders’ 
Files Sent to Prosecutors 


The cases against the two 
leading figures in the current 
_ Zenkoren (National Federation 
of ‘Agricultural Purchasing As- 
sociations) scandal were refer- 
red to the Tokyo District Pro- 
secutors Office yesterday. 

The two involved are Hideo 
Shimada and Elichiro Miya- 
shita, who were arrested by the 
Tokyo Metropolitan Police 
Board last Monday. 

Both Shimada and Miyashita 
are directors of Zenkoren. — 

According to police investiga- 
tion, Miyashita reportedly asked 
Shimada in or around August 
1954 to “raise” funds needed for 
political contributions by mani- 
pulating the accounts. 


Miyashita allegedly told Shi- 
mada that such contributions to 


political parties wefe essential 


for Zenkoren to be independent 
financially. 

Police allege that Shimada, 
thereupon, told accountants to 
increase money interests and 
shipping rates on paper to raise 
a sum amounting to some ¥80 
million in a year, of which 
about ¥60 was said to have been 
handed out as “political contri- 
butions” for the 1950 -general 
election.

In his first interview since he 
became Premier Monday, Kha- 
lidi declared he thought it 
would be a serious mistake if 
the United States opposed such 
an Arab union, 


“Nothing could be better for 
the United States,” he said, 
“than to have a stable, prosper- 
ous Arab world, and the best 
way to achieve this is through 
a union of Arab states. You 
became strong when your sepa- 
rate states formed the United 
States of America. We likewise 
would like to have a United 
States of Arabia.” 


Khalidi, ‘whose seven-man 
moderate Cabinet took office 
after almost a week of political 
crisis, predicted, however, that 
there is little hope for Middle 
East stability so long as Israel 
exists in its present form.

Rains Radioactive; 


Soviet Test Blamed 


The high radioactivity detect- 
ed in rain falling in various 
parts of the country Tuesday 
and yesterday is attributed to 
the current series of nuclear 
explosions by the Soviet Union. 


The Soviet Union is believed 
to have so far set off five nu- 
clear devices this month. | 

Meteorological Agency  offi- 
cials said there was no doubt 
that the radioactivity was Caus- 
ed by one of the Soviet nuclear 
explosions, but they could not 
say which one had contaminat- 
ed the rain of Tuesday and yes- 
terday. 

Meteorological observatories 
so far reporting the detection of 
radioactivity in rain are Tokyo, 
Osaka, Fukuoka, Kochi, Kago- 
shima and Hachijo Island. 

The highest radioactivity in 
rain was registered in Kochi 
where the count was 144,000 
counts per liter a minute, 

The count in Osaka was 18,- 
200, the highest since the Osaka 
Meteorological Observatory start- 


ed radioactivity checkups in 
April 1955. 

Kagoshima registered a record 

high of 57,700 counts for the 
area, Fukuoka 37,000 counts, To- 
kyo 25,300 counts, and Hachijo 
Island 16,300 counts. 
' In Niigata, radioactive dust re- 
gistered a record count of 785,- 
400 per minute yesterday. The 
high count was detected in a 
square meter of dust collected 
from April 10 to 17 in a distill- 
ed water basin on the campus 
of Niigata University. 

The experiment was made by 
Dr. Hironobu Watanabe of the 
university’s public sanitation de- 
partment. 

Dr, Watanabe also recorded 
‘yesterday a high Geiger count 
of 33,700 a minute from a square 
meter of dust collected from a 
vaseline-coated filter paper. 

Rikkyo University scientists 
said that figures of radiation 
compiled at Niigata University 
could not be accepted as rea- 
sonable because the methods 


‘adopted were not proper. 


No High Brass 
To View Tests, 
Sandys Reveals 


LONDON (AP) — Defense 
Minister Duncan Sandys said 
Wednesday none of Britain’s 
military chiefs will attend 
this country’s hydrogen bomb 
tests in the Pacific—“because 
they would learn nothing by 
seeing a big bang.” Laborite 
Mareus Lipton pressed 
Sandys in the House of Com- 
mons to know why the tests 
will be carried out in the 
Christmas Island area with- 
out Britain’s top military 
leaders there to watch. “After 
all is it not likely that they 
_may be called upon, eventual 
' ly, to decide whether to drop 
the H-bomb in real earnest— 
or is it thought that their 
presence would lower the 
tone of the proceedings at 
Christmas Island?” ‘Lipton 


asked. 


Lloyd Says 
NATOShould 
Have A-Arms 


LONDON (AP)—Foreign Sec- 
retary Selwyn Lloyd said Wed- 
nesday the British Government 
believes “as a general principle” 
that all NATO forces should be 
equipped with atomic weapons. 

Lloyd made his. statement to 
a question in the House of Com- 
mons by Laborite Eric Fletcher 
who asked what was Govern- 
ment policy concerning Chancel- 
lor Konrad Adenauer’s request 
that West German troops be 
given atomic arms. 

The Foreign Secretary said: 
“In the view of the Government, 
similar types of weapons should, 
as a general principle, be avail- 
able to all the forces of NATO.” 

Fletcher declared “a great 
many people” endorsed the 
stand by 18 West German sci- 
entists protesting West German 
possession of atomic weapons. 

Lloyd said he thought. it 
“quite unreasonable to. expect 
troops of different natiorfs. to 
serve under a unified command 
and yet have a differentiation in 
the weapons supplied to them.” 


New Russian 
Nuclear Test 
Reported 


The Soviet Union was believ- 
ed to have exploded another 
nuclear bomb in central Asia 
Thursday, 

The Meteorological Agency an- 
nounced at 4 a.m, yesterday 
that abnormal atmospheric 
vibrations were recorded by 
weather stations throughout 
Japan at about 7:30 p.m, Tues- 
day. 

It said the shocks, with a 

maximum amplitude of 0,1 mili- 
bars, continued for some 30 
minutes in cycles of about two 
minutes, 
' The board said the pressure 
waves were more feeble than 
the vibrations recorded April 10 
when Russia carried out a simi- 
lar test. 

The new shocks came from a 
direction northwest of Japan, 

The vibrations were distinctly 
recorded, especially between 7:42 
p.m. and 7:52 p.m. by observa- 
tories facing the Japan Sea area. 

Masaji Ota, chief of the Obser- 
vation Section of the Meteorolo- 
gical Agency, said the shocks 
were probably caused by nu- 
clear tests carried out by the 
Soviet Union, 

He said the waves were slight- 
ly stronger than the shocks re- 
corded April 3 but weaker than 
those registered April 10, 

He believed the center of the 
blast was somewhere in the 
northern part of central Asia.

Deterrent Must 
Be Tested, Proved 
for Effectiveness

British Prime Minister 


Harold Macmillan has re- 
affirmed that Britain in- 
tended to continue its nu- 
clear tests in his reply to 
Prime Minister Nobusuke 
Kishi’s request that the ex- 


periments be suspended. 

The Government early. this 
morning made public the con- 
tents of the British Prime Min- 
ister’s letter and that of Prime 
Minister Kishi, which were en- 
trusted to Dr. Masatoshi Matsu- — 
shita, the Prime Minister’s per 
sonal enyoy. 

Prime Minister Macmillan’s 
letter said in part: 

“I reaffirmed my view that the 
peace of the world at present de- 
pends or possession by the Unit- 
ed Kingdom and the United 
States of a formidable deterrent 
to aggression, 

“The U.K. deterrent would 
not, however, be fully effective 
until it had been tested and 
shown to work effectively. 

“I am sure that Your Excel- 
lency would agree that it would 
be irrational for Japan or for 
other Asian nations to take up 
a neutralist position simply be- 
cause we are taking necessary 
steps to ensure that our policy, 
which is based purely and sim- 
ply on defense, has necessary 
technical and practical back- 
ing to make it fully effective. 

“But I must maintain the 
view which I honestly hold and 
which I expressed in the House 
of Commons as lately as April 
1, that from a medical and biolo- 
gical point of view radiation ef- 
fects of our forthcoming nuclear 
tests will be insignificant, 

“Extensive safety precautions 
are being taken and I cannot 
agree that there will be any 
danger to Japan, which lies 
some 4,000 miles from the test 
area.” 

Prime Minister Kishi’s letter, 
dated March 29, said: 

“The wish of the Japanese 
people for the prohibition of 
nuclear tests is, as stated before, 
one of humanity, which trans- 
cends all such considerations. 

“Let me add here that what 
the Japanese people really de- 
sire is that all nations, rejecting 
the use of nuclear Weapons 
which are injurious to the hu- 
man race, and which ultimately 
spells its annihilation, will turn 
to the development of peaceful 
utilization of nuclear energy for 
the welfare of mankind.”

New Policy 
To Restrain 
Sohyo Urged 


Prime Minister Kishi yester- 
day urged formulation of a new 
labor policy at the first meeting 
of the Liberal-Democratic Par- 
ty’s special research council on 
labor problems. 


Kish! told the newly organiz- 
ed council that grave conse- 
quences might result unless 
something is done to correct the 
excesses of Sohyo—Japan’s lar- 
gest labor body—which were in 
evidence during its ~ ge offen- 
sive. The council held its ‘irst 
session at the Grand Hotel in 
Tokyo yesterday morning. 

The Prime Minister stressed 
his determination to deal square- 
ly with future labor movements 
on the strength of the Tory 
party’s new labor policy if it 
wins the support of public opin- 
ion. 

The Government party has set 
up the new council to re-ex- 
amine the three laws governing 
labor unions and to study the 
question of the minimum wage 
system. 

Meanwhile, the 3,000,000-mem- 
ber-strong General Council of 
Japan Trade Unions (Sohyo) will 
hold an extraordinary conven- 
tion early in May to oppose the 
scheduled punishment of Japa- 
nese National Railways and other 
Government enterprise workers 
for unlawful actions taken in 
the recent spring labor offen- 
sive. 


This was decided Tuesday at 
an executive meeting of Sohyo. 
It declared an “all-out fight” 
would be waged against any at- 
tempt to punish Government en- 
terprise unionists, who are 
Sohyo members. 

Punitive measures are expect- 
ed to be announced after the 
Government presents a supple- 
mentary budget bill to the Diet 
to pay for the increase in wages 
to Government erterprise work- 
ers according to an arbitration 
ruling.

Measured by MIT 


- BOSTON (Kyodo-UP)—A rec- 
ord will be set Saturday when 
the 61st annual Boston Athletic 
Association marathon is held 
over the hilly course from 
Hopkinton to Boston, 


Why the certainty? It will be 
the first time the race ever has 
been held at the official Olym- 
pic distance of 26 miles, 385 
yards. 


Hopefuls from all over the 
United States and from many 
foreign nations for years have 
been jogging the course but 
never at the full distance. 


The course was measured 
Saturday for the first time in 30 
years and found to be 1,187 
yards short of what everyone 
thought it was. It was suppos- 
ed to have been changed to 26 
miles, 385 yards back in 1927 
but “indecisive measurements” 
and later road _ construction 
threw it off kilter. 


The course was set at 24-%4 
miles originally. After an un- 
known named Johnny Miles set 
a record of 2:25.40 in 1936, engi- 
neers from Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology went out and 
taped the route the following 
year. It was found to be 170 
yards short of the recognized 
Olympic distance,

Cleavage of Opinion 

In general, there is a cleavage 
of opinion as regards the busi- 
ness outlook and money market 
trends between the Ministry of 
Finance and the Bank of Japan. 


The former is more optimis- 
tic, and clings to a low interest 
rate policy. Whereas the !atter, 
zealous of monetary stability, is 
for monetary belt tightening. 
But about the only positive step 
it is taking is moral suasion. It 
is still hesitant about effective 
monetary measures. Commer- 
cial banks are rather critical of 
central bank policy or rather 
the lack of policy. 


No matter what policy is fol- 
lowed, Japan must bear in mind 
that this maxim sstill holds, 
“when America and Europe 
sneeze, she is easily susceptible

Ask Bank of Tokyo 
ToCut Import L/Cs 


The Finance Ministry and the 
Bank of Japan are reported to 
have asked the Bank of Tokyo 
recently to cut the amount of 
issue of import letters of credit 
by 20 per cent in and after 
April, according to informants. 


They said the Bank of Tokyo, 
which handles about 30 per cent 
of the total import letters of 
credit issued in this country in 
a month, is planning to restrict 
the issue amount to around $65 
million from the January-March 
average of $78 million. 


The action taken by the Fi- 
nance Ministry and the Bank of 
Japan is regarded a further step 
to control Japan’s imports.
